THRE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

The following is the Report of the Com- 
mittee of the Hongkeng General Chamber 
uf Commerce, for the year ending 3lat De- 
cumber, 1883 :-— 


The Committee beg to aubmit to the 
Chamber the following Report of their pro- 
ceedings during the period ander notice, 

Decline of the Vhina Tea Trade. —The Teg 
'Lrady is a factor of anch vital importance to 
the Commerce of China that any circam- 
stances calculated su adversely aifect either 
the quality ur the quantity produced, is 
well wurth the serious consideration of all 
those trading with the Country, even if ot 
dircetly interested in the Tea Trade itself. 
Any marked decadence of the tracte, or sttll 
wores its entire extinction (to adopt an 
extreme view) wonld probably tend to 80 
cripple the purchasing power of the Coun- 
try, a8 very inaterially to interfere with the 
futara expansion of the Import trade, in all 
its branches. This important «question— 
the decline of the Tea Trade—has received 
much attention at the hands of your Com. 
mittee, and aa will by seen from annexed 
leticrs, has been tho subject of correspon 
dence between this and the other Chambers 
interested, and also with Sir Robert Bart. 

Improved culture and more careful mani- 
pulation would no duubt do much towards 


vesturing China Tea to the old fashioned 
standard formerly so muct appreciated, 
but heavily bundicapped as it now is with 
excessive expert duties, China fea, if un- 
relieved, may ulliwately give place to its 
rivals the untaxed Teas of India and 
Ceylon, Whatever remedies may be adop- 
ted towards arresting the decline of the 
China Tea Trade, to be offective, will have 
to he applied speedily. It is sincerely to 
tie hoped that jn view of the important 
mereantile intorests invelved, the Chineso 
Govermoent will adopt measures to eradi- 
onto the evils complained of (primarily ex- 
ceasive taxation) which are slowly but sure- 
ly undermining tho China Tea Trade.

CONSERVATISM.

Many foreigners in Chins, who are per- 
fectly willing to conform to Chinese ideas 
in rogard to Chineze affaira, do not care to 
have Chinese idons thrust upon them in 
regard to affairs which are vot Chinese. 
It is often very difficult to prevent Chinese 
friends from inundating a forcign establish- 
ment on the [st day of January, with o 
view. to ‘salute the year,’ although the 
house may be full of foreign guests, and 
although the master thereof most decidadly 
does not wish to have his foreign year ‘salut- 
ed’ on the Chinese plan, and has been at 
great pains to make this clear in advance. 
But his Chivese friends do not care what he 
wants, Thoy know what ho ought to want, 
and what ho shalt‘ have, which is an ‘ap- 
propriate salutation for his Now Year, 
Even while these remarks aro committed to 
papor, the Chinese serviints of the family, 
who have (unfortuuately).juat made the 
‘discovery that it is the foreign New 
Yuar, have farnished a timely’ illustra. 
tion of this national characteristic, by ap- 
pearing in a body to ‘salute the year’ 
at 4.00 in the afterncon! Not essentially 
different waa the liberal-conservatiem of a 
native pundit in the writer's employ, who 
apologised in advance for calling upon bis 
patrons three days after the Ohinese New 
Year, on the ground that the elegant (bor- 
rowed) garment in which he was to appear, 
would be in use during the first theee days 
by tho proper owner !

But when war with France was 
iminent, and the construction of the lina 
was put upon an entirely different, basis, 
the provincial authorities promptly set ap ~ 
the telograph wires, and saw that thoy 
were respected, Ton years ago, tho 
auperstition of fénguhut was believed ‘by 
many to be an. olmost insupera'ilo obstacle 
tu the introduction of railways in’ China, 
Tho very first short line, constructed as an 
vutlet for the K‘aip'ing coal mines, passed 
through a largo Chinese cemetery, tha 
graves being removed to make way 
for it, as they would have been 
in England or in France. A single 
inspection of that bisected graveyard was 
sufficient to produce the conviction that 
féng-shui could never ‘stand boforo’ an 
ougine, whon the issue is narrowed down 
to o trial of strangth’ between ‘ wind-water’ 
and steam. The experience gained in the 
recent oxtension of thie initial line shows 
clearly that however financial considora- 
tions may delay the introduction of rail- 
waye, geomantic ouporatitions aro fur this 
purpose quite inert. set ae 
The union of the conservative inatinct 
with the capacity for invasion of precedents, 
is visible iu important Ohine.e affairs, In 
hina no principle is bettor settled, than - 
that when one ot his parents dies, an ‘official 
must retire from office, Yet against his 
repeated and ‘tearful’ remonatrancea, the 
must powerful subjcetin the empire is com- 


icanded by the throne to ‘continue his at- 
(ention to the intricate details of the most 
important plexus of duties to be found in 
tho empire, through all the years of what 
ahould have heen mourning ratirement after 
tho death of hia mother..,No principle 
vould snom to be more firmly established 
in China, than that a father is the superior 
vf his son, who must always do hita ro- . 
vereuce. Equally well. established is the ‘: 
principle that the emperor is superior 
to all his subjects, who must always 
ito him reverence. When therefure, oa © 
at presont, it happens that from a col- 
lateral lino is adopted a young emperor 
whose father is still living, it would 
appear to bo inevitable that -tho, father. 
must either commit suicide, or go into- 
% permanent, retirement, Such, it was 
supposed when -Kuavg Heii ascanded the 
throne, ‘would actually be the end of Prince 
Uh‘an. Yet during the illness of the latter, 
hia son the emperor made repeated calla 
upon his subordinate-auperior, the father ; - 
wud some mods viveuli has been arrived at, 
sinos thia same father. holda important 
oficvs under his son.

As already remarkod, tho conservative ° 
instinct leads the Ohinese tovattach undue 
importance to precedent. But rightly 
understood, and cautiously used, ‘this is a 
great aafeguard for foreigners in their’ 
Coalings with Bo sensitive, 90 obstinate and 
su conservative & people, It is only 
necessaty to imitate tha Chinese. method, 
to take things for granted, to. .cssume___. 
the existence of rights which have not 
been expressly: withheld, to defend them 
warily when thoy are assailed, and .by 
all means to hold on, “Thus, asin the casa 
of tha right of fordign residence.in Peking,, 
the right of foreign residence in the inte- 
rior, and in many others, wise conservatism 
ia the aafest defence. .'The threatening reef .. 
which seemed go inevperable a barrier to 
navigation, once penetrated, offers upon the: 
iuner side a lagoon of ‘poace aud. , tran- 
quillity, safe frum the storm and broakers 
which vainly buat against it, .
